Rodrigues Cubans Come Upon 
Gen. Salcedo’s Troops and Put 
Them to Flight. 


Salcedo Reported Slain—De Lome 
Denies it—Cramp, the Ship- 
‘builder, Notified That War 
is About Over,

JACKSONVILLE ia. May 13.—A 
special from Gainesville, Fia., to the 
Citizen says that the following letter, 
written in Greek cipher by a major in the 
Cuban army, was received here today: 

IN CAMP, 
PROVINOE OF CAMAGUAY, 
May 6. 

Again we have routed the Spanish. This 
morning, while on our way to join Gen. 
Gomez, we met 3500 Spanish troops un- 
der Gen. Salcedo, who was on his way 
to attack Gomez and mistook our, band 
for his. We numbered 2700 under Col. 
Rodriguez. When the advance guard was 
driven in dy the Spaniards, we immedi- 
atley formed in fine and waited the Span- 
ish charge. Théy came on quickly, but 
broke quickly before our fire. Twice 
again they started the same game. We 
charged and again routed them. The 
rangers were the first to break the Span- 
ish ranks. Our killed and wounded num- 
ber 252. The Spanish killed, wounded 
and missing were over 1000. We have 
learnéd from a prisoner just brought in 
that Salcedo was killed at the final charge, 
but his body is not yet found. We join 
Gomez in thé morning at Guaymaro, 
which he has taken.

Sixth Regiment Cuban Vol. 

NEW YORK, May 13.—A special to the 
World from Santiago de Cuba says that 
the whole situation in Cuba has changed. 
There is a continual exodus of white 
Cubans from Santiago now, whereas up to 
a week ago the reports of numerous de- 
partures for field were incorrect.

councils as to the expediency of sending 
to Spain for more troops. Gen. Salcedo 
thinks it would be useless to bring over 
any more raw, unacclimated levies until 
the season has changed. 

It is proposed to call out those Spanish 
ex-soldiers who have served their time in 
the army, been given discharge papers 
and are living in Cuba. Several thousand 
men can be obtained in this manner. 
Puerto Principe is still reported quiet. 

Gen. Maceo has nearly 3000 men at Bar- 
nabacoa plantation, two leagues from 
Songo. All the Spanish troops at the lat- 
ter place were sent to San Luis, which 
was threatened with a raid. One thou- 
sand Spanish soldiers left San Luit last 
night to look for Maceo. They went in 
the direction of Palma. 

DUPUY DE LOME DENIES Ir. 

WASHINGTON, May 13,.— Minister Du- 
puy de Lome of Spain says the Tampa 
story as to a bloody battle in which 1000 
or more Spanish troops were slaughtered 
is absurd. He does not regard a denial 
necessary, put he expresses surprise that 
the public should be misled into crediting 

a tragedy which, if true, would be of such 
. as to be known by the whole 
world. The Minister points out that such 
a great engagement would not fail to have 
occupied the attention of- American corre- 
spondents on the ground. He says the 
reports of telegraph wires being cut are 
untrue. The wires are in full use, and 
there is no restriction on communicating 
full information to the outside world. 

The Spanish government knows of no 
such battle, nor has word of jt reached 
the Minister, as he said would be the case 
if such a.great engagement had occurred. 
Senor Dupuy de Lome says there can be 
no battles, as there is no enemy other than 
small, scattered bands who are carrying 
on a guerilla or swamp warfare. 

FILIBUSTBRERS ASTIR. 

NW YORK, May 13.—A special from. 
Key West says that an excited movement 
has been noticed among the prominent 
Cubans in that city. It was reported by 
Cuban leaders here that upward of one 
hundred carrier pigeons will be used by 
filibustering ‘expeditions. Two prominent 
young Cubans arrivéd im the city Satur- 
day on the Mascotte from Havana, One is 
a son of Fabiola Freira, a prominent mem: 
ber of the home-rule party in Camaguey, 
and the other is Silvestro Angleda. It is 
rumored that they will join an expedition 
from some point in Florida. 

The government has committees collect- 
ing funds from business men and others 
in Havana. They only collected 320 in 
gold and $104 in silver in two days. Several 
suspicious-looking vessels are reported off 
Pinar del Rio and Santiago. It ie sup- 
— they are landing expeditions and 


un WAR PRACTICALLY ENDED. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 13. — Tue Span- 
ish government has notified the Cramps, 
‘the shipbutlders, that the gunboat con- 
tracted for to be used on the River Cauto 
in Cuba will not be needed, as the Cuban 
rebellion is practically at an end. This 
is due to reports made by Gen. Campos, 
commander-in-chief of the Spanish troops 
in Cuba, that no further ships or ma- 
terials of war need be sent him. 

FOUR TO ONE. 

TAMPA (Fla.,) May 13.—The latest re- 
ports from Spanish papers relate to a 
fierce engagement at Arroyo Hondo, in the 
province of Santiago, on May 10. The 
Spanish force was 300 and the Cubans 
1200. Several Spanish officers were killed. 
Members of the best Santiago families 
are said to be joining the insurgents. 

PLENTY OF FIGHTING. 

HAVANA, May 13.—The Spanish troops 
have defeated the band of rebels in San 
Lorenzo that was led by Pedro Monoz at 
Moscanos. The troops captured a num- 
ber of horses, arms, ammunition, etc., be- 
longing to the rebels. There has been se- 
vere fightigg with the band led by 4 
Miro in Camaguan. 

There has been fighting between the 
Spanish troops and the rebels near Bara- 
coa, but no details of the engagement 
have been received here.

SEALERS’ CLAIMS. | 


THEY ARE TO BE SETTLED BY 
TREATY. 


A Conference to be Held at Wash- 
ington in October—The Rule of 
Arms Found to be Im- 
practicable. 


Associated Preas Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—An arrange- 
ment has been effected between the 
United States and Great Britain, in which 
October la set as the time for the as- 
eembling in Washington of a committee 
to negotiate a treaty as to claims of 
on account of Bering Sea, seiz- 


meet the authorities here. 

The report comming from Victoria that 
the British government had vacated the 
sealing reguilatione because of non-pay- 
ment by the United States of the 5425, 
000, claimed for seizures, is said to be due 
to misapprehension. In view of the fact 
that the committee will meet in October 
to consider these seizures, there would be, 
it le stated, no present ground for com- 
plaint for non-payment. Moreover, it is 
learned that the report from Victoria, B. 
C., is based on a misunderstanding of the 
word sealing.“ which does not apply to 
the seal animals, but to the locks, or 
seals, by which implements used in eeal- 
ing are locked up during the closed season. 

From authoritative souces the substan- 
tial features of the text of the new Brit- 
ieh regulations have been secured. Last 
year a rule was made that sealers could 
go to Japan, or other proximate territory, 
where a British consul or other officer 
would seal up the ammunition, guna, eic., 
used in sealing. Vessels having arms 
thus sealed up were allowed to remain in 
Bering Sea during the closed season. They 
were not eubject to search and seizure, 
as the seal on their arms was a guarantee 
that they were not capturing fur-bearing 
animals. But the British Admiralty has 
found that thie rule is impracticable. In 
one case a shipmaster concealed arms and 
used them in the closed season, although 
he had amother set of arms sealed up as 
a guarantee against inspection. In an- 
other case the apparatus used for life- 
saving was seized, under thé impression 
that it was used for killing seals. 

Owing to these objections the British 
authorities have determined to abolish this 
one rule, but not all of the rules, and 
notice to that effect has been given. The 
effect has been to make it unflecessary 
for vessels to go to Japan or elsewhere 
and have their arms sealed up during the 
closed season. It is said, however, that 
this will not permit British ships to poach 
during the closed season. The law 
against this is on the British statute 
books in the same words as adopted by 
the Paris court of arbitration. The aboli- 
tion of the rule will not, it is said, permit 
the violation of the law against the use of 
arms in the closed season. British naval! 
vessels will patrol the sea as usual, and 
the list of these patrol ships is daily ex- 
pected. 


BOYS IN A FIRE. 


Two Hundred and Fifty of Them Are

No Change in the Supreme 
Court’s Attitude. 


Justice Jackson's Views Were Under- 
stood by His Colleagues Be- 
fore His Return. 


Those Who Have Not Paid Their 
Income Tax Will be Proceeded 
Against as Rapidly as 
is Possible.

YORK, May 13.—A Washington 
@pecial to a morning paper says: “At the 
consultation of justices on Saturday, Jus- 
tiea Jackson voted with Justices Brown, 
White, Harlan and Shiras, to custain the 
constitutbonality of the tmcome-tax law, 
and the vote, when next Mon- 
day, will stand 6 to 4 in favor of the law. 
It ie learned that Justice Jackson's at- 
titude was understood by his colleagues on 
the ‘bench before he came to Washington. 
He has at all times been fully advised as 
to the merits of the case and was fur- 
nished with the record and law briefs, so 
he was fully prepared to vote when the 
justices met in consultation yesterday. 

“His only reason for coming to Wash- 
ington was to gratify the desire of the 
court to have the ‘mcome-tax law set- 
tled decisively 60 that the court would 
not be left divided on euch an important 
question with the possibility of an end- 
lees Mitigation. It learz2d, mcre- 
over that the my did mot change the 

ewe of a cingle justice.” 

Judge Jackson called at the White 
House today and paid his respects to the 
President. He expects to leave for Ten- 
nessee tonight or tomorrow in the ex- 
pectation of returning here in time for the 
October term of the court, and his house 
is being put in repair in anticipation of 
his permanent residence here at that 


time. 

The officials of the government inter- 
ested in revenues are much more hopeful 
of a favorable decision, and while formerly 
expressing the belief that the faw would 
be upset, now say that the facts in refer- 
ence to Saturday’s conference of the Su- 
preme Court as given in the Associated 
Press dispatches make them confident that 
Justice Jackson has voted in favor of the 
constitutionality of the law, at least as 
regards the points on which the court was 
divided.

If the recent decision of the court is 
sustained next Monday, as is now regarded 
as altogether probable, the delinquents will 
certainly be proceeded against as rapidly 
as possible, and it is thought that the 50 
per cent. penalty imposed by the law will 
not be remitted in any case. It is as- 
serted that the persons who have failed 
to make returns have done so with a clear 


understanding of the law, and in many 


cases have refused to comply with it on 
legal advice, preferring to take their 
chances ‘of being compelled to pay the 
penalty. 

It is learned definitely that a conclusion 
was reached at Saturdays consultation 
of the Supreme Court and that it is confi- 
dently expected to have the opinion in the 
case ready for announcement next Mon- 
day. No authoritative statement as to 
which way the decision will be can be 
secured, of course, but all that can be 
learned goes to corroborate the Asso- 
clated Press report Saturday that the 
indications favored the upholding of the 
law on the points that remain. member 
of the court is responsible for the state- 
ment that there will probably be two 
opinions, but he would not go to the ex- 
tent of indicating on which eide the ma- 
jority would be. 

The present intention is to make the 
opinions comparatively brief.

THE RIGHT TO SIT.

LONDON, May 13.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
In the House of Commons today the Earl 
of Selborne, who, as Viscount Wolmer, 
represented West Edinburgh in the House 
of Commons and who succeeded to his title 
on May 5 by the death of his father, took 
his seat as usual.

A heated discussion followed, and finally 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer consented 
to move to refer the question to a small 
special committee. Sir William said he 
thought the Earl of Selborne was being

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A TANGLE IN CITY BONDS. 


The City Council finds itself’ compelled 
to confront a serious problem in the mat- 
ter of our city bonds, or certain series 
of them, at least; it is called upon to meet 
@ grave financial issue promptly and 
equarely, and to deal with it wisely and 
vigorously. 

Barly ee action is required, touch- 
ing the following-named ponds (which are 
here described with approximate correct- 
nees, we believe, though exact data is not 
at hand at the moment of thie writing.) 
These bonds, according to the opinion of 
high expert legal authority, are said to be 
mot refundable under the law, as it stands, 
as has heretofore been supposed in City 
Hall official circles, but they must be paid 
at maturity. The bonds referred to are: 

.) Two series—$58,000 and $17,000 re- 
epectively—of twenty-five-year bonds is- 
gued to carry forward an old city debt, and 
aue in 1901, aggregating $75,000. 

(2.) The twenty-year bonds voted in 1886, 
dasued and sold in three series, in 1886, 
1887 and 1888, respectively, falling due in 
1906, 1907 and 1908, and aggregating $245,- 


000. 

Now, if it be true that these various 
bonds, aggregating $320,000, cannot legally 
be refunied according to the intention 
and previous expectation of the city au- 
thorities, but must be paid at maturity, 
then it becomes the imperative duty of the 
City Council to take prompt measures 
looking to the providing of necessary 
means, by taxation or otherwise, for meet- 
ing the demands upon the city treasury 
as they tall due. Thus can the credit of 
the city be preserved inviolate. A eink- 
ing fund will have to be gradually cre- 
ated for the purpose through taxation; 
either that, or resort must be had to bor- 
rowing, the expediency and legality of 
nich are doubtful. The task of creating 
@ sufficient sinking fund for the purpose 
cannot justly be postponed to near the 
time of the maturity of these bonds, It 
ghould be begun in good time in advance. 

Besddes the bonds named there is an- 
other series, aggregating $76,000, which 
fell due May 1, 1895; of which amount 
$50,000 has been paid, and the balance 
will doubtless be presented and discharged 
within a few days. 

The phase of the matter which is es- 
pecially serious is the fact that if the 
payment of the bonds due in 1901, 1906, 
1907 and 1908, respectively—aggregating | 
$320,000—is not amply and promptly pro- 
vided for (they not being legally refunda- 
ble, as already stated,) the effect will 
surely be to make difficuk the negotiation 
of the last series, voted in the present 
menth, to-wit., the bonds for new school- 
houses, for a new police station, and for 
Beadworks. These forty-year bonds aggre- 
gate $376,000. | 

Under right conditions, and with saga- 
cious management on the part of the city 
muthorities, these new bonds ought to sell 
Teadily at a handsome premium; but they 
Will not so sell if any serious obstacle is 
permitted to intervene, such as would be 
the failure to promptly provide for the 
payment of the older series of bonds which 
we have describéd. 

It may here be said, parenthetically, 
that, under the circumstances, it is well 
that no more bonds were voted at the 
Tecent election.

The ativocates of free and unlimited 
silver coinage, at a ratio of 16 to 1, have 
chosen to call themselves bimetallists.“ 
This is a euphemism by which they seek

The policy which they 
advocate with so much fl-considered zeal 


would, if adopted, drive every dollar of 


gold out of the country, and place this na- 


tion on a silver basis, sending gad to a 


premium of anywhere from 75 to 100 per 


cent. above silver.

might flood the land with official proclama- 
tions, but nothing would avail to check 
the retirement of gold, the substitution of 
silver therefor, the inflation of prices, the

The term “bimetallist” is somewhat 
vague and indetenminate. That the free 


and unlimited ellverites should choose to 
masquerade under its rather expansive 


banner is not highly complimentary to 


their courage. It they are beth earnest 
and honest, they ehould not hesitate to 
announce their real purpose, which is to 
set up the eilver standard and to de- 


etroy‘ the gold standard in thie country. 


But the question of standards ie less 


important than the question of ratios. It 
does not matter so much whether we 
measure our values by the gold yardstick 
or the silver nod-stick; if only the relative 
lengths of the two be rigidly maintained. 


The American Congress is unable to main- 


tain this relative length or parity, arbi- 


| trarily and independently of other commer- 


cial nations. Its authority does not ex- 
tend to other lands. It cannot compel 
other nations to accept our standards of 
measurement. 

As for bimetalliem, there is no political 


party in the United States (excepting the 


new “bimetallist’’ party) which does not 


believe in it. The Republican party, in 


particular, has always and consistently 
favored bimetalliem, and when in power 
haa maintained it to the fullest extent 
consistent with sound finance and national 
honor. The largest amount of silver that 
could be maintained at a parity with gold 
has deen kept in use as a part of our 
monetary system. It has been necessary 
to limit the amount of silver coins in order 
to maintain them at a parity. The fact 
that we have silver currency at the pres- 
ent time, amounting to some $549,000,000 
indicates to what extent practical bimet- 
alliem has been maintained in thie coun- 
try. It also exposes the bald hypocrisy 
of the free-colnage advocates, when they 
brazenly charge that the eilver currency 
of the country was destroyed“ or de- 
monetised'“ by the act of 1873. We have 
over $100,000,000 more silver currency than 
France, and five times as much as Ger- 
Our stock of Al- 
ver currency is as large, within a few 
millions, as our stock of gold coins, the 
latter being, at the date of the last report 
of the Treasurer, $581,597,841. 


THE CANAL OF CANALS. 


In the issue of Once a Week (New York) 
for May 9, Edward King speculates on the 
great changes in trade which will come 
with the opening of the Nicaragua Canal. 
He says: 

“Vast as was the influence of the Suez 
Canal, when first completed, upon the 
trade routes of the world and the trade 
Wich poured along them, it shrinks into 
insignificance when compared with that 
which the canal across Nicaragua will 
exercise. Glance at the chart of the world 
printed with this article, and note the won- 
derful saving of distances which will be 
achieved by the canal’s construction. The 
currents of commerce which now toil 


Around the Cape of Good Hope and Cape 


Horn on their way from Europe to Aus- 
tralia or India or China, will hereafter 
dart straight across the Atlantic to Cen- 
tral America, pass through the canal and 
on half a dozen great ocean lanes hasten 
to their destination. The canal will de 
the most cosmopolitan of gateways. Hong 
Kong and Batavia, Melbourne and Auck- 
land, Manila and Yokohama, Shanghai and 
Canton, will send to it the rich produce of 
the Orient. The treasures of the Pacific 
Slope, the wheat of Washington, the fruits 
of Oregon and California, the ore of Ne- 
vada and Arizona, will pass through it on 
their way to Europe. In the dawn of the 
twentieth century tbe soft southern seas 
will be dotted with the innumerable sails 
of majestic ships, carrying the wealth of 
States which now restrain their produc- 
tien because it is so difficult to get their 
goods to market at cheap rates. Built 
and controlled by the United States alone, 
the canal would raise the volume of our 
trade with South American countries from 
a miserable one hundred million or one 
hundred and twenty-five million dollars an- 
nuallx to five or six hundred millions every 
year. It will be an instrument of commercial 
as well as political power, if left in the 
complete control of this government. If 
submitted to e ‘joint protectorate,’ or if 
menaced by a great maritime power, like 
England, by the establishment of ‘observa- 
tion fortresses’ near at hand, its advan- 

’ to us will be vastly less. Might 
they not one day be completely nullified? 
And is it pot the wiser plan to avoid ag- 
gression by being ‘bold and enterprising 
ourselves, at the moment when this great 
undertaking is begun?”

part of the globe win be more benefited 
by it than the Pacific Coast, and no por- 
tion of the Coast will feel the grand n- 
pulse of the canal’s completion so much as 
will the southern portion, of which the 
city of Los Angeles is the assured and 
permanent commercial capital.

Denude Southern Call- 
fornia of all of her natural resources and 
let her climate continue as it is today, and 
eventually she would become thickly pop- 
ulated. But, added to this climate are 
wonderfully rich agricultural, horticultural 
and mineral resources. Such a combina- 
tion exists nowhere else in the United 
States. This is a moderate statement of 
literal facts. It is in no wise the least 
exaggeration. Any one can prove it per- 
sonally to their complete satisfaction by 
living here a year. Therefore the claims 
of people, in sections devoid of good cli- 
mate and of advantages less fruitful of 
comfort and happiness than the advantages 
offered by Southern California, that the 
migration of Eastern people to this sunny 
land is the result of an artificial cause 
that merely of advertising—are un- 
founded claims. Advertising, and ‘the 
intrinsic value of the meritorious ad- 
vantages advertised, are an invincible fac- 
tor in the progress that Southern Califor- 
nia is enjoying.

WILL THE ELECTRIC MOTOR SU- 
PERSEDE STEAM? 


Effect of Bicycles on Street Railroad 
Earnings—Will Ten Volts Kill?

A COMBINED . BLECTRIC-LIGHTING 
STATION AND WATERWORKS.

A CONTRACTOR BARRED. 

In the matter of the report of the Sewer 
Committee in reference to the sewering of 
a portion of Maple avenue as laid over 
from the morning session, Councilman 
Munson stated that Mr. Frick, the con- 
tractor mentioned in the report, had de- 
clined to come before the Council and 
make a statement.

Federal Courts. 
A NUMBER OF CAS DISPOSED OF BY 
JUDGES ROSS AND WELLBORN. 

In the United States Oireultt Court yester- 
day Judge Roses rendered his decision in 
the casos of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company vs. David R. Brown and 
Na:haniel Bray et al., which were subd- 
mitted tegether upon the same briefs, a 
decree being ordered for the defendants 
in each case, with costs. 


These actions were brought by the South- 
erp ‘Pacific Company to determine con- 
fticting claims to parts of odd sections of 
land eituated within the primary or 
twonty-mile limite along the line of its 
road. The only question involved was 
whether the lends patented to the de- 
fendants were excluded from, or paased 
by, the grant made from the government, 
by act cf Congrens on March 3, 1871. As 
they were excluded from the limits of 
the Jurupa grant of September 28, 1839, 
the court holds that they were not public 
lands within the meanimg of the grant 
to the allroad company. 

Judge Ross rendered a very lengthy opin- 
con in the caze of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company vs. Otto Groeck et al., 
an action to quiet title to certain lands 
ia Tulare county, which was recently sub- 
mitted on demurrer. The complainant 
having slept upon tte rights for six and 
ex2-half years before bringing sult, the 
demurrer to the complaint is sustained 
by the court, thus virtually disposing of 
the matter in favor of the defendants. 

Judge Wellborn also rendered an opinion 
‘a the Circuit Court yeeterday in the 
case of W. J. Brodrick, as receiver of the 
First National Bank of an Bernardino, vs. 
Jeseph Brown. The matter was submitted 
upon an ex-parte movion for an order 
direct'ag the Marshal to open a certain box 
which he attached, but which defendant 
refused to unlock, in order to admit of 
Als returning an inventory of its contents, 
claiming that it was exempt from execu- 
tion. The court, deing waable to find 
any authority or precedent for euch an 
order, and the respeusidility of lawfully 
executing am attachment resting solely 
upon the Marshal, the motion is denied.

- 4 
cific flyer which left the Arcade Depot 
at 9:20 o'clock was made up with eight 
goaches, but before starting time bad ar- 

rived it was found necessary to add three 
more to the train to accommodate those 

who left at that hour, The train was 
pulled by one of the company’s giant 
mountain locomotives and as that train 
made the run through without stops it 
only took thirty minutes to land the 
eleven coaches of passengers on the Santa 
Monica beach. That train carried a few 
over 700 passengers. The next one over 
that line left ten minutes later and car- 
ried off 250 mere people and then in just 
fifteen minutes another train was started 
cut which carried 500 passengers, so that 
in less than an hour over 1500 people left 
the Arcade Depot for the beach. Two 
hours and a half later another train was 
ready, which took a load of 500 more, 
making in all some 2000 passengers who 
left by the Southern Pacific for Santa 

Monica. * The cool breezes from the ocean 

are a powerful attraction on a warm day, 

to say nothing of the fun to be had on the 
beach and the dips in the sea. 

LOS ANGELES ROAD TO BE SOLD. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 13.—The bond- 
holders of the Los Angeles Consolidated 
Electric Railway Company have issued a 
formal notice to the trustees of the road, 
demanding that the electric railway sys- 
tem be sold to satisfy their claims. In 
compliance with the notice of the bond- 
holders the trustees have served a notice 
upon the company demanding, on behalf 
of the holders of the bonds, payment of 
the principal and ali the accrued interest. 
Upon the failure of the company to meet 
the demand, the trustees will sell the 
road to the highest bidder. The trustees 
will advertise the road for sale and ask 
for bids. The bondholders. or rather the 
company organized by the bondholders 
for the purpose of securing control of the 
road, will probably secure the property. 
This means the transfer of practically 
the entire electric railway system of Los 
Angeles. 

A NEW NARROW GAUGE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 13.—James W. 
Keys, representing a combination of Ala- 
meda, Santa Rosa and Petaluma capital- 
ists, who propose to build a narrow gauge 
line between Santa Rosa and Petaluma 
with water connections to San Francisco, 
will leave in a few days for the town men- 
tioned for the purpose of completing con- 
tracts for the right of way.

A BROKEN SKULL. 


SAD MISFORTUNE OF A BRAKE- 
MAN TOURIST. 


Found Unconscious on the Southern 
Pacific Track Near River Sta- 
tion With Probably Fa- 
tal Injuries. 


Shortly after the Santa Barbara train 
came in last night, about 10:30 o'clock, 
Officer Sparks fo a man lying uncon- 
scious between the rails of the Southern 
Pacific track, near River station, on San 
Fernando street. He telephoned for the 
patrol wagon and Sergt. Smith and offi- 
cers Benedict and Stiles hastened to the 
scene, with the wagon and a stretcher and 
removed the unfortunate to the Receiving 
Hospital, where Police Surgeon Bryant 
was in attendance and took charge of the 


case. 

The victim was a young man, apparently 
not over 20 years of age. An examination 
disclosed the fact that his ksull was broken 
at the top and a deep gash was cut in the 
back of his bead. Dr. Bryant sewed up 
the cut and removed a piece of his skull 
about three inches in diameter. At 2 
o'clock this morning he had not yet re- 
gained consciousness and his ultimate re- 
covery was considered very doubtful. 

The injured man is supposed to have 
fallen off a brakebeam or the platform. of 
a moving train. He ‘wore a corduroy suit 
and ngs, and carried a knapsack con- 
taining some changes of underclothes, a 
sketch-book, subscription blanks for the 
Ladies’ Home Journal and the American 
Agriculturist, and various trinkets. A 
small empty purse had the inscription, in

The Yuma Sentinel says the Harqua 
Hala Bonanza mill has been shut down 
and that the mine is now a thing of the 
past.

(Hush! hugh! here comes the Parthe.o- 
genesis, and he will catch you if he can:) 
SANTA ANA, May 13, 1895.—(To the Edi- 
tor of The Times:) In your iesue of 
yesterday there appeared, under the head- 
ing of “Parthenogenesis Among Plants,“ 
a synopsis of a paper read at the Escon- 
dido pomological meeting by Prof. A. J. 
Cook, in which the following occurs: 
„The navel orange, like scme voge- 
tables, cucurbits, egg plants, etc., fruits 
without pollen, but always bears seedless 
fruit, or frutt with small, abortive, im- 
perfect seeds. These are plant examples 
of partherogenesis.” 
While not wishing to oppose any of 
the learned 8 conclusions, I 
nevertheless desire to take exception to 
his use, or misuse, of the term, partheno- 
genesis, as applied to the development 
without pollmation of the fruits men- 
tioned. 
The term “parthemogenesis’’ can only be 
properly made use of to express that prop- 
erty inherent in the females of some 
animals and plants—as in some of the 
arthropods and among the algae and fungi— 
which enadles them to reproduce their 
epecies, for a more or less lengthened 
period, without the aid of the male cle- 
ment. This property certaimy does not 
exist in eny of the higher forms of vege- 
table life, such as the plants mentioned 
by Prof. Cook. 
Upon consideration. of the subject, it 
must be admitted that the mere enlarge- 
ment of the frutt of the navel orange, its 
acquisition of sugar and organic acids, is 
not a case im point, since there is no new 
germ produced. As well might we call 
the laying of an egg by a young pullet by 
that name. Here, too, there is no fertili- 
zation. In the pullet’s egg we see an en- 
larged cell; in the unfertilized 
orange we have many cells produced by 
cell division; but in aeither case can there 
be a reproduction of the species, which 
alone constitutes parthenogenesis.

place should be more thaa a building, az 
it should be a city, where factories, etc., 
should be operated that would give em- 
ployment, at homest wages, to zhese women 
as soon as they desired to work—operated 
mot to underbid the laboring ciagses, but 
only in fair competition, and on a busi- 
ness basis; a residence in this city to be 
free, at first, possibly, to women orly— 
or, at least, to only such persons as are 
well-known philanthropic Christian work 
ers.

THE EPISCOPALS OF THE STATE 
‘WILL MEET TODAY. 


to Receive More Than Ordinary 
Attention — Influence on 
General Convention. 


The Church in Calttornia will 
hold its diocesan convention in this city 
this week, beginning at 10:30 today. The 


act organization and formularies of doc- 
trine and worship, obtaine considerable at- 
‘tention when its legislatures are in ses- 
sion. Ordinarily not very much of general 
interest attaches to its dloceson councils, 
they being engaged mainiy with certain 
annual routine business that has no espe- 
cial attraction for outsiders. In the Gen- 
eral Convention of this church, however, 
which is the law-making ody for the 
whole church, subjects are likely to be ag- 
itated which have a more general interest 
for all Christian people. The diocesan 
councils appoint delegates to this General 
Convention, which fact really gives their 
proceedings, in this respect, much impor- 
tance. 

In the General Convention next fall the 
late pastoral of the bishop will be al- 
most sure t> receive some attention, 
if it does create some excitement. 
It is an open secret that a good deal of 
dissatisfaction has been expressed at the 
issuing of thsi pastoral by those parties 
at whom it was directly aimed, or by per- 
sons in sympathy with them. Some objec- 
tion is made to the action of the bishops 
in issuing it. One of the signers of the 
pastoral, Bishop Potter, has seen fit to 
question the degree of value attaching to 
it, it it has any.“ Another prominent 
rector of New York city, Dr. William R. 
Huntington of Grace Church, has ex- 
pressed the wish that there may not be 
“any more evolution of bishops in coun- 
ol.” The rectors of two prominent par- 
dishes in Boston—the rector of Trinity 
Church, Phillips Brooks former rish, 
and Rev. Leighton Park, refrain from 
reading the pastoral to their congregations. 
This, taken with the late utterances of Rev. 
Heber Newton in New York, and the 
threat of presenting him for trial, shows 
that the horizon, just on the eve of the 
coming General Convention, is not alto- 
gether free from clouds. 

This matter will press all the more 
strenuously on the minds of the members 
of the California convention, because of 
the action of other dioceses at thie time. 
Thus, in the Massachusetts convention, it is 
learned from an editorial in the Boston 
Tranacript, there will be an earnest effort 
to dislodge the present standing committee 
of the diocese, who prevented the ordina- 
tion of some young men who were un- 
sound in the fundamental doctrines of the 
church in the very affair which led, among 
other — to the promulgating of the 

toral. those interested are success- 
far in doing thie the delegation to the 
General Convention will be similarly con- 
sctituted. 

Although, then, the one great absorbing 
business of the California convention 
which meets in this city is the question 
of the division of the diocese, this other 
and, perhaps, more weighty matter will 
not be Mkely to be forgotten.

CHANCES FOR TH 
YACHT RACE. 

Young Andrew Barclay Walker, who is 
famous as the owner of the yacht Ailsa, 
will probably give way to the eloquence 
of Lord Dunraven and send his fleet cut- 
ter to America to race against the Val- 
kyrie III to see which shall have the 
honor of racing the Defender (or some 
other Yankee yacht) for the cup, says the 
New York Commercial Advertiser. Yachts-

They argue that Lord Dunraven had in 
mind the possibility of the Ailsa being 
a faster boat than the Valkyrie III when 

e arranged with the Cup Committee that 
some yacht belonging to the Royal Yacht 
Squadron could come over to try for the 
cup. Many local yachtsmen have more 
fear of the Ailsa than of the Valkyrie III. 
They know of her great speed in a light or 
heavy breeze, a as yet no one knows 
anything of the Valkyrie III. Of cburse, 
Lord Dunraven would rather have the 
Valkyrie III meet the American yacht, 
but his determination is to win the cup 
with some British boat, and his judgment 
in providing two strings to Johnny Bull's 
bow cannot be questioned. Should the 
Ailsa and Valkyrie III come over here to 
sail the trial races the programme for the 
international trial and cup races will be 
something like this: In August the De- 
fender, Vigilant and Jubilee will meet off 
Newport to select a cup defender. Later 
the Valkyrie III and Ailsa will meet off 
Sandy Hook to decide which is the su- 
perior cutter. On September 7 the two 
winning boats will meet to race for the 
cup, the winner of two out of three races 
to be the victor. 

‘Again does Lord Dunraven prove his 
judgment and foresight by selecting the 
cup course as the proper place for the 
trial races. His Lorde#hip says that the 
Allea and Valkyrie III ough to meet in 
the same waters where the race is to be 
safied, and he ie right. It is there they can 
be best tested, and the oftener they sail 
over the course the better. This ia quite 
different from the opinion of the American 
yachtemen who have charge of the trial 
races between the Defender, Viligant 
and Jubilee. Mr. Iselin has practically de- 
cided that the trial races shall take place 
off Newport in water and under conditions

The most important matter brought to 
the attention of the Council was a peti- 
tion for a public park, presented by Mr.

Work on the Coast Line—An Excur- 


sion Party. 

SANTA BARBARA, May 13.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The inhabitants of this 
section are expecting great results for 
Santa Barbara as soon as the coast line 
of the Southern. Pacific is fully in opera- 
tion. Every item pertaining to this work 
is eagerly sought for by the residents of 
Santa Barabara, and your correspondent 
is able at this time to show the progress 
so far made. 

‘The progress of work on the gap be- 
tween Elwood and Guadalupe is necessa- 
riiy slow, owing to the difficulties en- 
countered. The abutments for the bridge 
over the Santa Maria River are completed 
and work has begun on the superstructure. 
The machinery for excavating the abut- 
ments is noW in progress of removal to 
the Santa Ynez River, where the engi- 
neers are at work exploiting for the bridge 
which to span the mouth that river. 
The bridge will be at the mouth of the river 
and sudject to the high tides. The bridge 
across San Antonio or Los Alamos Creek 
will be fashioned after the Steiner Creek 
bridge, but not quite so long as that one. 
It will be 680 feet long and 100 feet ‘high. 
The work on the eastern or northern ap- 
proach to Shuman Canyon is nearly fin- 
ished. About five hundred men are at work 
in the pass, and they soon will be trans- 
ferred to the south side. The engineers 
now in advance of the work are nearing 
Gaviota from which place they get their 
mail. The result of their work is tabulated 
every Gaturday night, so that contracts can 
and may be tet at any moment from the 
Santa Ynez River to Gaviota.

For the album itself buy the 
album leaves, which are almost as cheap as 
card mounts, and they can be added to 32 
time to time as one makes new pictures. Ar- 
range your pictures in chronological order— 
that is, the earliest date first, etc.. marking 
under each picture its proper date. 

A person who has used a camera for two 
or three years will find he has quite a num- 
ber of memory pictures, and one who 
starts a memory album should make it a 
rule to add the pictures to his collection as 
soon as t are made.

The Twenty-five Mile Race Next 
Saturday. 

The greatest twenty-five-mile scratch 
bicycle race eyer given in the West will 
take place at the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club Park on Saturday afternoon. The 
race is the twenty-five-mile invitation, 
given by the Wheelmen’s Training League 
of Los Angeles, and the prize is a Stearns 
tandem bicycle costing $150. 

Six of the best long distance bicycle 
riders of Southern California have been 
invited to participate, and all have been 
steadily training for the event for some 
weeks. 

The race from the start to the com- 
mencement of the last lap will be paced 
by tandem teams, who will relieve each 
other at short intervals. All the tandem 
teams are capable of taking the riders 
miles in 2:15. 

The Columbia tandem team consists of 
Joe Long and Freddie Holbrook; Rambler 
team of Walter Foster and Allen Jones of 
San Jose; Syracuse team of Charley Parks 
and Clyde Washburn, and S. G. Spier and 
A. F. Tompkins will make another team. 
The tandem teams pacing will be in charge 
of Tom McAleer, the vice-president of the 
Wheelmen’s Training League and twenty- 
five-mile champion of the Coast. 

The starters in the race will be Emil 
Ulbricht, the champion road rider of the 
Coast, holder of the world’s indoor record 
for twenty-five miles, the winner of the 
Los Angeles Wheelmen Santa Monica road 
race in 1894, the Coronado road race the 
same year and the Pasadena and Ventura 
road races this season. W. Hatton of the 
Columbia team, winner of third time in 
both the Pasadena and Ventura road races 
and a new rider, showing marked ability 
this season, after Ulbricht, is considered 
the favorite for this race, having ability 
to ride the distance and holding a good 
sprint for the finish. Fritz Lacy of the 
Stearns team is one of the fastest riders 
on the Coast, and has started in all the 
twenty-five-mile races held in Southern 
California and ts showing remarkable speed 
this season, riding a mile in 2:13 on the 
Athletic Club track. Godfrey Schmidt of 
the Syracuse team will, in this race, make 
his debut in class B. Lately he rode a 
mile unpaced in 2:20 on the quarter-mile 
track of the Athletic Club. W. M. Jenkins. 
the Little Demon,” is one of the oldest 
riders to ,start in this race. In the first 
road race to Santa Monica he ran in rec- 
ond place on one of the good old solid- 
tired wheels of the New Mail variet 
weighing something less than sevent 
pounds. In 1898 he won both time prizes 
in the Santa Monica and Riverside road 
races. Phil Kitchin was the winner of 
the time prize in the Riverside road race in 
1894. At San Diego in May,1894, he was the 
winner of the twenty-five-mile team race. 
but owing to a severe fall, is not train- 
ing at present.
